favorable for quick germination 
of the seed. We seem, in fact, to 
have been aecommodated with 
the happy medium temperature 
which facilitated the maximum 
amount of seeding being done and 
at the same time caused the seed 
sown to sprout promptly. The 
ample moisture supply has made 
up for the lack of warm weather 
jn stimulating germination and 
early plant growth. 

Taking it all round we have had 
and are having a very satisfac 
tory seeding season. That is a 
hopeful fact, not only becanse it 
gives promise of a good crop but 
because it makes for the planting 
of a larger crop than could other- 
wise haye been possible. The re- 
latively low prices of farm pro- 
ducts have not kindled any en 
thusiasm in the farmer to break 
records in the matter of acreage 
sown. In a good many cases the 
proceeds from last year’s crop 
were not large enough to enable 
the farmer to hire help enough 
to put in as large an acreage as he 
cropped last year. Tt is not like- 
lv that the farmers in the West 
have, for many years, faced the 
seeding season with less indnee- 
ment to sow a’ many acres as they 
have been cultivating. Potting 
it in general terms, they had not 
the money to do it conveniently, 
and they were not in the frame of 
mind to strain a point. In fact, 
from most loealities the report 
js that an unusually large amount 
of land is being left to summer 
fallow; partly beeause the land 
has been cropped pretty steadily 
for several years, while the ery 
was for ‘‘more production,’’ and 
needs a rest, but also partly, be- 
cause the farmer has. not seen 
that he could get back the cost 
of taking off a crop put in with 
hired help and have anything 
worth while left for his trouble 
and risk. 

The cool weather has, to some 
considerable extent, offset both 
the financial stringency among 
the farmers, and their discourag 
ing doubts about the money se- 
turns from the season 's oper 
ations.

But while the amount sold in Man. 
itoba and British Columbia shows 
that it ean compete it also shows 
that there are adverse conditions 
to be overcome, That the volume 
of sales is not larger because other 
coals are in possession of the mar- 
ket. The entry of a new producing 
field into an established market 
means readjustment in financial 
arrangements and in mechanical 
means and therefore it has to fight 
its way against odds; and pro- 
gress at first is necessarily slow. 
Naturally opposing interests will 
use every means available to pre- 
judice the minds of consumers 
against Alberta coal. 


The ‘‘Lignite’’ Libel. 

The most convenient weapon in 
the hands of those who are inter- 
ested in opposing the entry of Ed- 
monton domestie coal into the 
Manrtoba market is the improper 
use of the name ‘‘lignite’’ as ap- 
plied to Alberta domestic or sub- 
bitumenous coal. Of lignite Nel- 
son’s encyclopedia gives the fol- 
lowing deseription, 

‘“‘Lignite or ‘brown coal,’ is 

mostly light, friable and porus, 

showing its vegetable origin by 
the retention of the woody 
structure, or sometimes also of 
the shapés of leaves, stems and 
pieces of bark. In burning, lig- 
nites give out much smoke, com- 

paratively little heat, and a 

somewhat unpleasant odor. 

Chemically they represent an in 

termedimte stage between wood 

and coal.’’ 

Webster’s Imperial Dictionary 
gives the following definition: 

‘‘Lignite, Fossil wood, wood 

coal, or brown coal, a combus- 

tible substance, mineralized to a 

certain degree, but | retaining 

distinctly its woody texture. It 
holds a station intermediate be- 
tween peat and coal.”’ 


Edmonton Coal Not Lignite. 

The foregoing are no doubt eor- 
rect descriptions of lignite. Near- 
ly a million tons of Edmonton 
domestic coal was mined and 
burned last year. It is within the 
knowledge conveyed by eyesight 
and experience of the thousands 
of its users that these descriptions 
do not apply to Edmonton domes- 
tre coal. It is not brown in color; 
it isnot of woody texture ; it does 
not give out more smoke than 
other coal, it makes a strong heat, 
and does not give out any unpleas- 
ant odor when burning. And yot 
the name “‘lignite’’ attached to 
Alberta domestic coal conveys the 
idea to the consumer that it has 
all the objectionable qualities as- 
cribed to lignite by all the scien- 
tifie authorities available to him. 
This natural prejudice can only be 
overcome by actual experiment. 
That it is being overcome, ‘the 
large production of Alberta do- 
mestic coal clearly proves. But 
that production could and would 
be largely increased, to the exelu- 
sion of Pennsylvania coal, if the 
consuming public knew that Al- 
berta domestic coal was ‘‘coal,”' 
as it is, and not ‘‘lignite,’’ as they 
believe it to be. 


Geological Teaching Should Be 
Adjusted to Facts. 

Just how it came that the scien- 
tists of Canada ealled Alberta do- 
mestic coal ligpite is worthy of 
mention, Geology says that coal 
belongs to the carboniferons for- 
mation. The formation of Alberta 
is the eretaceous and not the car- 
boniferous: Therefore the geologi- 
cal sharps at Ottawa gave out tha 
statememt that there eould not be 
coal in Alberta, When coal began 
to be produced, in order to justify 
their position, they said it was not 
coal because it could not be--and 
that it must be Jignite. So they 
called it ‘‘lignite;’’ and the name 
has stuck, to the vast detriment 
of Canada and of the coal mining 
industry of AMberta. The name 
lignite was applied in order to ad- 
just the faets to geology as then

beds of Alberta, throughout, werd 
laid down during the same 
logical period, under like 
tions, and having approximately 
the same chemical composition 
Later on the upheaval of theRocky 
Mountains and of the eastern foot- 
hills brought to bear heat and 
pressure on the westerly 
beds. This produced certain 
changes in the character of the 
coal affected, constituting it steam 
coal of varying qualities. The coal 
beds lying on the more 
plains were not disturbed by the 
upheaval of the Rockies; were not 
subjected to heat and pressure, 
and therefore have not undergono 
the changes that have given ‘their 
special qualities to the mountain 
and foothill coals. But that doe 
not leave them any the less truly 
coal. 

The U.S. Does Not Call ‘‘Coal’’ 

‘* Lignite.”’ 

In the United States a different 
course has been foowed by geol- 
ogists of that country in giving 
descriptive names to their several 
varieties of coal. The Keystone 
Coal Catalogue,a voluminous and 
authoritative work has the fol- 
lowing on the subject of ‘‘sub- 
bitumenous’’ coal : 

The term ‘‘sb-bitumenous” is 


adopted by ‘the geological sur- 
vey for what has generally 
been called ‘“black finite,’ a 
term that is objectionable be- 
cause the coal is not lignite in 
the sense of being distinetively 
woody, and because the use of 
the term sems to imply ttrat this 
coal i little better than the 
brown, woody lignite of North 
Dakota ; whereas many couls of 
this rank approach in excel- 
lemee the lowest grade of bitu- 
menous coal, 

Sub-bitumenous coal is gen- 
erally distinguishable from lig- 
nite by its black color and its 
apparent freedom from distinct- 
ly woody texture and structure ; 
and from bitarmeous coal by its 
loss of moisture and the conse- 
quent breaking down or “‘slack 
img’’ that it undergoes when 
subjected to alternate wetting 
and drying. Despite the many 
dawbacks in the shipment and 
use of sub-bitumeoas coal it hag 
found a ready market in much 
of the western country, because 
it is a very clean domestic fuel 
and ignites with little difficulty 


Analysis of Domestic and 
Railway Coal, 


While there are minor differ: 
ences in the chemical constituents 
of coal found in different seams 
and in different sections of the 
country, the main difference be- 
tween the domestic coal of tha 
plains and the railway coal of tha 
mountains, is in the higher mois: 
ture and lower carbon content of 
the prairie coals. The Humber. 
stone mine of the Clover Hat 
group, domestic coal, shows tha 
following analysis: Moisture 19.4, 
volatile 33.2, ash 91, carbon 38.3, 
B.t.u’s. 8,920, The Cadomin rail- 
way coal, comparable in resulta 
with the best Pennsylvania, shows 
the following: Moisture 1.5, vola- 
tile 26, ash 10.6, carbon 6).%, 
Bt.u’s. 13,570, 

This arralysis shows that the do- 
mestic has slightly less ash and 
slightly more volatile matter than 
the railway cowl, While there is no 
essential differenee in the consti- 
tnent materials ,there is a consid- 
erable difference in their propor- 
tion. The important difference is 
that the domestic coal has more 
moisture and leas carbon than the 
railway coal and therefore has a 
lower fuel vatue. Measured in 
British thermal units the domestia 
coal has two-thirds of the fuel 
valne of railway ¢oal. Of course 
it would be a mistake to suppose 
that there are no variations from 
the comparative analysis given of 
the two classes of coal. But the fig- 
ures given will answer for pur 
poses of eomparison when prices

Domestic and Railway Coal Do 
Not Compete, 

The four railway coal mines in 
the mountains west of Edmonton 
poduced nearly half a million tons 
of coal last year, Of that amount 
less than 100,000 tons was sold for 
other than railway purposes, Oh. 
viously the bitumenous 
the mountains and the sub-bitam 
enous mines of the plains do not 
compete in the same field: The do- 
mestic coal mines do not sell to 
the railways and the railway coal 
mines do rot sell to any consider. 
able amount in the domestic mar- 
ket, Other considerations than 
the arnonnt of earbon content in 
the coal enter into its use as fuel. 
If it were not so, anthracite, which 
is highest in earbon, would be 
used by the railways instead of 
brtumenous. But it is not, becanse 
for other reasons it is not as snit- 
able for railway purposes. And al- 
though the bitumenous is higher in 
carbon content than the domestic, 
it is not used for domestic pur 
poses for reasons that are suffic- 
ient in the minds of consumers. As 
a matter of fact the respective 
fields of greatest 
the bitumenous and snb-bitumen- 
ous coals are separate and dis- 
tinct, and therefore given the na- 
tural differemee in price propor. 
tioned to cost of production and 
fuel value, and the two kinds of 
coal do not compete,

ment storage will prevent evapor 
ation from and disintegration of 
Edmonton domestie coal during 
the months of summer. There is no 
question as to that faet, Light and 
the circulation of air should be 
kept from the compartment in 
which the coal is held in summer 
storage, so far as practicable. 
That is, the less light and air the
